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THE boss of a drug gang smash¬ 
ed by police made more than 
£500,000 from his criminal 
activities, a court has been told. 

Matthew Dixon, 39, of Elmshurst 
Close, Haverhill, was one of six 
people arrested following a major 
police investigation across two 
counties. 

He was described as the main organiser 
behind the drugs distribution network, 
operated from his home where expensive 
cars, watches and large sums of cash were 
seized. 

Last year five men were jailed for a total 
of 32 years. Dixon received a nine-year 
sentence, having only recently completed a 
four-and-a-half year jail term for drug 
dealing in Cambridge. 

Dixon appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
last week for a hearing aimed at recovering 
as much as possible of his illegal earnings 
from the drug trade. 

The court heard that an investigation by 
the Crown Prosecution Service had 
assessed his total benefit from his criminal 
activities at £571,724. That investigation 
had also identified cash and other assets 
belonging to Dixon which totalled £32,619. 

judge David Goodin ordered Dixon to 
hand over the full £32,619 within the next 
six months.

BT wind farm 
site revealed 

— Clean energy given thumbs up 


MORE investment should 
be made into clean 
energy such as wind 
power, according to an 
online poll of Suffolk 
residents. 

The YouGov poll found 
that 72 per cent of 
residents agree that the 
Government should 
invest more in clean 
energy such as wind 


power. Just 15 per cent 
disagreed with the 
statement that 
investment in onshore 
wind energy could 
benefit the county’s 
economy. Two thirds of 
those polled said that 
they wanted Suffolk to be 
a clean energy leader in 
the UK. 

Dr Keith Tovey, energy 


science adviser of the 
Low Carbon Innovation 
Centre at the University 
of East Anglia, said: 
“Suffolk has been 
lagging seriously behind 
other parts of the 
country in terms of 
renewable generation 
but has the expertise 
and resource to take a 
lead in this area.” 


A WIND farm could be built 
near Haverhill. 

BT announced on Friday it is 
investigating the feasibility of 
generating its own renewable 
electricity from the site in Suffolk. 

The company is aiming to 
generate 25 per cent of its existing 
UK electricity from on-shore wind 
power by 2016 through its Wind 
For Change programme. 

Peter McCarthy-Ward, BT’s 
regional director for the East of 
England, said: “We can confirm 
that land south of Chilton Street 
and to the north of the A1092 
between Stoke by Clare and Clare 
has been identified as a potential 
location for a wind power devel¬ 
opment, comprising up to six 
wind turbines. 

“We are at an early stage in the 
process and will provide further 
information to the local com¬ 
munity as things progress.” 


He added: “BT is committed to 
increasing the amount of elec¬ 
tricity it purchases from renewable 
sources and to safeguarding its 
own future power supplies. 

“We are an environmentally 
and socially responsible company 
and will engage and consult local 
communities and other 
organisations throughout the 
planning process.” 

To help assess the suitability of 
the site from a wind energy 


perspective, BT has submitted an 
anemometer mast planning 
application (often known as a 
“met mast”) to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

This is accompanied by a report 
outlining how the company would 
approach the process of carrying 
out the required environmental 
and community assessments 
before considering the submission 
of a formal wind turbine planning 
application.

Failure to pay up would 
result in a further 15 months 
being added to Dixon’s prison 
term, said Judge Goodin, who 
had presided over the sent¬ 
encing of Dixon and his 
associates. 

When Dixon was jailed the 
court heard that the gang had 
flooded Suffolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire with Class A 
narcotics, with couriers taking 
cash to drop-off points such as 
public car parks where it was 
exchanged for drugs. 

The prosecution said that 
Dixon had been the “main 
organiser” of the illicit Hav¬ 
erhill-based business. 

Around three kilos of pure 
cocaine with an approximate 
total street value, after cutting, 
of £400,000 was involved in the 
operation, which ran between 
October 2007 and July 2008. 

But officers who intercepted 
the drugs ring think the crim¬ 
inals brought around £1 mill¬ 
ion of drugs into Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk over a 
12-month period. 

The court had heard how the 
dealers used their earnings 
from drug dealing to surround 
themselves with a lavish 
lifestyle with fast cars, jewell¬ 
ery and Rolex watches. 


Traffic order gets Friday market moving 


PLANS to move Haver¬ 
hill’s Friday market into 
the High Street have 
come a step closer after 
Suffolk County Council 
applied to vary the traff¬ 
ic order which bans cars 
from the road, 

Traders say the curr¬ 
ent Friday market on the

Two jump from window 
during raid on property

A MAN was assaulted and 
two women were injured 
after jumping from the 
window of a Haverhill 
property during a burg¬ 
lary. 

Police were called on Saturday 
at 4.05pm to reports the door at 
a property in Elmdon Place had 
been kicked in and furniture 
was being thrown around. 

Officers arrived to find an 
altercation going on outside the 
address and detained a 27-year- 
old man.

A second 
man in his 30s was arrested later 
in relation to the incident. 

Both have now been bailed to 
return to Bury St Edmunds 
police station on August J8, 
pending further inquiries. 

A man at the address was 
assaulted and sustained a 
swollen lip. 

Two young women, also in the 
property at the time, jumped 
from an upstairs window to 
escape the incident, with one 
suffering a broken elbow and 
the other spinal injuries, which 
are not thought to be life-threat¬ 
ening. 

They were both taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, in 
Cambridge, for treatment. 

Sargent Sarah Bartley, of 
Haverhill police, said enquiries 
were still continuing. 

She said: “We are doing more 
high profile reassurance patrols 
in the area, but it was a very 
isolated incident and not a 
random crime. 

“We have spoken to a number 
of people who saw what 
happened and we would ask 
people to come forward if they 
have any information about 
what happened.” 

Police are investigating what 
exactly occurred and are asking 
anyone who was in the area at 
around this time to come 
forward if they saw any part of 
the incident.

able to do so because of 
information from people who 
lived in the area. 

“They did not need to go to 
court, we were able to take 
the action on their behalf. 
Anyone can speak to us in 
confidence and we will act on 
their information. 

“There is not a huge prob¬ 
lem of drug dealing in this 
town, but if there is dealing 
going on at the Clements 
estate, or elsewhere, we want 
to know about it so we can 
stamp it out. 

“We can only do that with 


the help of the people who 
live there. 

“We know people take 
drugs, but where there are 
dealers it can cause problems 
of anti-social behaviour, with 
people hanging about and 
needles founds. 

“There is always more to it 
than just a house. People 
living in the area must see 
things going on and we need 
them to tell us about it. “

MR to revive 
college plan

‘Local’ approach to 
planning welcomed 


GOVERNMENT plans to 
abolish regional special 
strategies could mean 
some developments in 
Haverhill may be shelved 
and others could now go 
ahead. 

The town’s new MP, Matthew 
Hancock, has welcomed the 
plans and has asked the House of 
Commons how quickly it could 
take effect. 

The change means that local 
councils like St Edmundsbury 
would not be forced by central 
Government to accept levels of 
new housing which they did not 
feel appropriate. 

It means retail developments, 
such as plans for the former 
Project Office Furniture site in 
Haverhill, would not be ruled out 
because they failed to meet 
national sequential testing for 
retail development. 

Mr Hancock, who joined resi-

dents of Newmarket in success¬ 
fully opposing a new housing 
scheme in the town, said while 
development had been positive 
in Haverhill and some local 
councils may actually encourage, 
rather than discourage develop¬ 
ment, but the impetus needs to 
come from local people. 

Mr Hancock said: “I think it is a 
positive thing because it puts the 
decision-making in the hands of 
local people and elected politi¬ 
cians instead of some inspector 
in Bristol. 

“Instead of having something 
inappropriate imposed on them 
from above, it will become a local 
question where development 
goes and how much. 

“There will no longer be this 
formulaic approach which treats 
every town as being the same, but 


a much more flexible approach to 
residential and other types of 
planning." 

Greg Clark, Minister of State 
(Decentralisation) Community 
and Local Government, told Mr 
Hancock that the Secretary of 
State had written to all local 
councils saying he expected them 
to regard the abolition as a 
“material planning considerat¬ 
ion” in any decisions they are 
currently making. 

Haverhill town clerk Gordon 
Mussett said the town council 
had been asked to consider the 
implications of the changes on 
the Local Development Frame¬ 
work, and believed it would like 
to see more development in the 
town, not less.

S TANDING on 
top of 

Kilimanjaro, 
watching the sun rise 
into a brilliant blue 
sky, Jamie Curtis had 
never felt more alive. 
After a gruelling 
climb to the summit 
- a staggering 5,985m 
above sea level - the 
42-year-old couldn’t 
believe he’d made it. 

Scaling Africa’s highest 
mountain would be an 
achievement for anyone; 
for Jamie, who was 
battling back from a life- 
threatening illness, it was 
incredible. 

“When I got to the top it 
was overwhelming: I 
actually cried,” Jamie 
admits. “It was a 
ridiculously good feeling. I 
wish I could describe it in 
better words... It made 
me realise that, if you put 
your mind to it, you can 
do anything: anything is 
possible.” 

Just three years earlier, 
Jamie was in intensive 
care fighting for his life. 
He’d contracted 
meningitis - a potentially 
lethal brain infection. 

“The doctors thought I 
was going to die,” explains 
Jamie. “I was in intensive 
care for six days, in 
hospital for a month. And

it took me about a year, at 
least a year, to really 
recover. But I was lucky: 
I’m still here.” 

Causing damage to his 
inner ear, the illness left 
Jamie with no sense of 
balance - something 
which made conquering 
Kilimanjaro very tough at 
times. “On the final day we 
were walking through the 
early hours of the 
morning, so we could 
reach the summit for 
sunrise,” adds Jamie. 
“When I can see, my 
balance is alright; stupidly, 
I told myself there would 
be enough natural light for 
me to see where I was 
going... 

“In fact, it was really 
dark. I kept stumbling; it 
was a struggle for me to 
walk in a straight line, to 
be honest. I was also 
exhausted and oxygen 
levels were pretty low... 

So it’s fair to say it was a 
challenge.” 

But, thanks to his own 
determination and the 
support of a guide (Jamie 
held his arm to help stay 
steady), he made it to the 
top of the mountain. It 
was, admits Jamie, a truly 
proud moment. 

Jamie, who lives in the 
Haverhill village of 
Withersfield, had fallen ill 


just before Christmas 
2006. “It started with a 
headache, nothing out of 
the ordinary,” he 
remembers. “And then I 
thought it was turning 
into flu.” 

On December 22, 
suffering from aches, 
pains and a fever, Jamie 
took to his bed. The next 
day, he stayed in bed all 
day. On Christmas Eve, 
feeling increasingly weak, 
he decided it was time to 
visit a doctor. 

“By then I felt really 
rough,” he remembers. “I 
was pouring with sweat 
and I still had this awful 
headache. I don’t know 
quite how I managed it, 
but I drove myself to see 
theGR” 

Diagnosed with flu, 
which he’d suspected, 
Jamie was sent home and 
instructed to rest, take 
painkillers and drink 
plenty of water. He did as 
he was told - all to no 
avail. 

“I couldn’t get out of 
bed at all on Christmas 
Day,” he recounts. “Finally 
I made it to the bathroom, 
where I passed out on the 
floor. 

“When I came round I 
crawled back into the 
bedroom and called the 
doctor; I didn’t even have 
the energy to call out to 
my housemate, who was 
celebrating Christmas 
with some mates in the 


next room. 

“The first they knew 
about it was a knock on 
the door and a man saying 
‘Er, I think your friend has 
collapsed’...” 

Rushed to hospital, 
Jamie was swiftly 
diagnosed with meningitis 
(an inflammation of the 
meninges, the protective 
membrane which shrouds 
the brain and spinal 
column). Although he 
hadn’t developed a rash, a 
characteristic of 
meningitis, Jamie couldn’t 
rest his chin on his chest 
without agonising pain - 
another classic symptom 
of the condition. Tests on 
his spinal fluid, extracted 
by lumber puncture, 
confirmed the diagnosis. 

“I knew it was bad,” 
remembers Jamie. “Every 
time I tried to move my 
head it felt like something 
was crushing it.” 

Given intravenous 
antibiotics and put on 
oxygen, Jamie was placed 
in intensive care. For the 
next few days, he was 
barely conscious; that 
time passed, he explains, 
“in a total blur”. Reacting 
badly to one of the drugs 
he was prescribed, one 
thing he does recall is 
suffering vivid 
hallucinations. 

Jamie’s family were told 
his condition was critical. 
But, amazingly, he started 
to rally; after a week in 
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intensive care, he was 
declared out of danger. 

In total, Jamie was in 
Addenbrooke’s for a 
month; over that time, he 
lost a scary two stones in 
weight. “I never carried 
much weight in the first 
place,” he adds, “so I 
looked pretty gaunt. And I 
had a beard. My mum says 
I looked like Tom Hanks in 
Castaway ...” 

Jamie says the team at 
Addenbrooke’s saved his 
life; he makes no bones 
about it. “They were 
brilliant, I can never thank 
them enough,” he adds. 

The first to admit he’s a 
determined character, if 
someone tells Jamie he 
can’t do something, he says 
he feels compelled to 
prove them wrong. “Like 
an idiot I decided to go 
back to work far sooner 
than I should have,” adds 
Jamie with a wry smile. 
“But I quickly learned my 
lesson.” 

Gradually building up 
his energy and fitness 
levels, Jamie says it took J2 
months to really feel 
normal again. It was 
during his recovery period 
that doctors discovered the 
legacy from the meningitis: 
a damaged inner ear - 
which destroyed his sense 
of balance. 

“I was bumping into 
things; at first I thought it 
was just exhaustion,” 
continues Jamie. “But then 
they found this problem 
with my inner ear - and 
told me I’d never be able to 
do certain things, like ride 
a bike, again.” 

Typically, Jamie pledged 
to get back on a bike. “I fell 
off the first few times; once 
I almost broke my 
shoulder,” he says, 
grinning. “But I’m getting 
there.” 

Throwing himself back 
into work, along with a 
busy social life, Jamie says 
life began to return to 
normal. 

Then, while reading the 
Sunday Times one 
weekend, he had what he 
describes as his “Eureka! 
moment”: he spotted an 
advert from the WSPA, the 
World Society for the 
Protection of Animals, 
calling for volunteers to 
take part in a sponsored 
Kilimanjaro climb. 

For a man with a 
damaged sense of balance, 
mountain climbing doesn’t 
sound like a natural choice 


- but Jamie says he was 
immediately taken with 
the idea. 

“When you go through 
an illness like that, it does 
change the way you look at 
things,” he explains. “I 
knew I was lucky to have 
survived and, unlike many 
meningitis survivors, lucky 
not to have lost a limb or 
something like that. I knew 
I was lucky to be alive - 
and I wanted to make the 
most of it.” 

The climb combined 
three goals, adds Jamie: 
getting back to full fitness, 
rising to a real challenge - 
and helping a good cause 
at the same time. 

Signing up, Jamie threw 
himself into a rigorous 
training regime. “I was 
physically pretty fit before I 
fell ill, but even then I 
hadn’t trained to do any 
kind of endurance event; I 
hadn’t even climbed a hill,” 
he laughs. 

Doing dawn work-outs 
with a personal trainer, 
Jamie also took to hiking 
five or six miles every night 
after work. “I’d load up a 
rucksack with books and 
go into Haverhill and just 
walk,” recalls Jamie, an 
estate agent and now 
branch manager of 
TuckerGardner in Histon. 

“It wasn’t easy, juggling 
everything. I’ve always 
worked hard and I’d just 
started a new job, so I had 
quite a bit on my plate.” 

After training trips to 
Snowdon and the Lakes, 
Jamie says his confidence 
started to grow. “That’s 
when I thought 1 can do 
this’,” he remembers. And 
sponsorship started to 
flood in: to date, Jamie has 
raised £2,400 for the WSPA. 

But, flying out to Africa 
to embark on the 
mammoth five-day climb, 
Jamie says the trip got off 
to a poor start. “I had this 
horrible headache,” he 
explains. “I took 
painkillers, but I just 
couldn’t get rid of it...” 

Part of a 27-strong group 
of climbers, Jamie says 
they soon got to know each 
other and their team of 
guides. Buddied with a guy 
who’d been crippled by 
polio and relied on 
crutches to walk, he says 
seeing the determination 
of those around him really 
spurred him on. “It made 
me think 'What have I got 
to complain about?’,” he 
adds. 


Setting off on the first 
day’s hiking, Jamie says he 
was struck by the stunning 
scenery all around. “We 
started out in lush 
rainforest and then, as we 
got higher, we were 
surrounded by volcanic 
rock - huge boulders,” he 
recalls. 

By the end of that first 
day, though, Jamie’s 
headache was even worse. 
And, suffering the onset of 
altitude sickness, he felt 
too nauseous to eat. “It was 
the night from hell,” he 
says, shaking his head. “I 
was awake all night, I’d 
hardly eaten anything, it 
felt as if someone was 
stabbing my head... At 
that point I was seriously 
thinking of turning back: I 
didn’t think I could go 
ahead and walk for 
another eight hours, I just 
felt so terrible.” 

But, after a visit from the 
team medic, who 
prescribed anti-sickness 
meds and some serious 
painkillers, Jamie decided 
to soldier on. Though the 
following days were 
physically tiring and 
oxygen levels and 
temperatures were 
dropping, he says it was 
“the experience of a 
lifetime”. 

Then, on that final day, 
Jamie’s balance problem 
started to cause him real 
difficulty; again, he 
questioned whether he 
could make it to the 
summit. 

“A guide let me hold his 
arm so I could hold myself 
upright,” Jamie explains. 
“But we had to stop every 
couple of minutes. It was 
tough going.” 

Finally reaching the top 
of Kilimanjaro in time to 
see the sun bursting into 
the sky, Jamie says die 
sense of achievement was 
unparalleled. In fact, it’s 
inspired him to sign up for 
yet more challenges: 
currently training for a 
half-marathon, he also 
plans to walk the Great 
Wall of China and do a 
sponsored bike ride. 

He said: “It’s like I said, 
all this has made me 
realise that, if you’re 
determined and really set 
your mind to it, you can 
achieve amazing things.”

SUFFOLK'S Euro 
MP is championing 
moves for clearer 
labelling on food to 
be made compul¬ 
sory. 

The amount of salt, fat 
and sugar contained in 
processed food will now 
have to be clearly disp¬ 
layed on the front of 
packaging after a vote in 
the European Parliament. 

With shoppers taking 
just four seconds to 
decide what to put in 
their trolleys, the app¬ 
roval is a victory for con¬ 
sumers who need all the 
help they can get when 
deciding if certain food is 
healthy 

The decision is a defeat 
for manufacturers, who 
were pushing for back of 
packet labelling only 

Labour’s Richard How¬ 
itt MEP, a consumer 
rights campaigner, said: 
“If we’re serious about 
tackling heart disease 
and obesity, we have to 
help people understand 
how much salt, fat and 
sugar is in their food. 

“That’s particularly 
true for products like 
ready meals and pre¬ 


packed sandwiches 
where the label is the 
only way of knowing how 
healthy something is. 

“These new rules will 
give Suffolk shoppers a 
fighting chance in the 
battle for a healthier diet. 
The labelling require¬ 
ments will make it easier 
to know at a glance what 


is in our food. 

“Food manufacturers 
have spent so much time 
and money on trying to 
avoid giving their own 
customers honest infor¬ 
mation about what we 
eat. 

“Now European law 
will require them to do 
so.”

Callow’s search 
for the real Bard 


S TAGE and screen 
legend Simon Callow 
returns to Cambridge 
this week on the trail of the 
world’s most famous 
playwright in Shakespeare - 
The Man From Stratford , a 
new comedy by 
Shakespeare scholar 
Jonathan Bate. 

Shakespeare is the greatest 



writer the world has ever known. 

But we know nothing about him. Or 
do we?

The big film 


KILLERS (12A, 100 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. 
Katherine Heigl, Ashton Kutcher, 
Catherine O'Hara, Tom Selleck, 
Casey Wilson, Kevin Sussman.

HONESTY is the cornerstone of any 
healthy and long-lasting 
relationship, but perhaps it is 
sometimes wiser to keep a secret 
than to share it with a loved one. 

If Robert Luketic’s action-packed 
romantic comedy is to be believed - 
and it is an almighty stretch - men 
are capable of hiding everything 
from their nearest and dearest. 

In the case of the film’s charming 
hero, he manages to meet, woo and 
marry the woman of his dreams 
without revealing a vital part of his 
genetic make-up. 

His unsuspecting wife will definitely 
regret her wedding vows to love him 
‘til death us do part. 

Jen Kornfeldt (Heigl) doesn’t believe 
that she will ever fall in love again 
after her current boyfriend dumps 
her. 

Consigned to life as a singleton, Jen 
reluctantly goes on holiday with her 
overly protective pilot father 
(Selleck) and boozy mother 
(O’Hara) to the French Riviera where 



she meets handsome consultant, 
Spencer Aimes (Kutcher). 

Jen is instantly attracted to his 
washboard stomach and warm 
smile, and the couple enjoy a 
slightly drunken first date. 

Three years later, Jen is married to 
Spencer and happily settled in a 
close-knit community with white 
picket fences and kooky 
neighbours. 

Alas, Spencer has been keeping a 
tiny secret: he is an international spy 
and assassin, who retired from 
active duty but has now been 
marked for death. 

When Jen is caught in the middle of 
a gunfight, she finally realises the 
full horror of her situation as 


sidekick to a trained killer. 

“So what am I, Pussy Galore?” she 
shrieks. 

“Not that I know of,” retorts Spencer 
“So now you’re complaining about 
our sex life?!” counters Jen angrily, 
her rosy future shattered to 
smithereens. 

Killers is an odd mishmash of 
genres, veering wildly from action to 
comedy and back again, sometimes 
in a single scene. Kutcher and Heigl 
are far better than the screenplay, 
which reduces the former to 
shirtless eye candy and the latter to 
an unadventurous homemaker. 
Spencer tries to justify his interest in 
Jen by telling his handler, “She’s 
normal and I feel normal when I’m 
with her. I like that.” If he says so. 
On-screen chemistry simmers but 
never catches fire, extinguished 
almost entirely by the stunt-laden 
finale. 

Selleck twitches his fine moustache 
as the patriarch with secrets of his 
own and O’Hara is broad comic 
relief as a lush whose idea of ‘hair 
of the dog’ is a quart jug of extra 
strong Bloody Mary. 

With all of the explosions and 
sparks from ricocheting bullets, it’s 
a miracle she doesn’t go up in 
flames too.

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Behind the scenes with 
the Question Time panel 


F ans of celebrity 
gardeners will be 
flocking to the 
annual BBC Gardeners' 
World Live show this 
week to catch a glimpse 
of their favourites or sit 
in on one of the many 
presentations given by 
familiar faces. 

AlanTitchmarsh, Monty 
Don, Toby Buckland, Carol 
Klein, Joe Swift and Alys Fowler 
will be appearing at the show 
at Birmingham’s NEC, while 
gardeners who can’t get there 
will be able to tune in to BBC 
Radio 4’s Gardeners’Question 
Time, which is recording two 
programmes at the event. 

The popular radio show, 
which is aired on Fridays and 
Sundays, attracts two million 
listeners each week - BBC 
Gardeners’World has the same 
number of viewers - and its 
influence on horticultural 
spending habits is 
immeasurable. 

But just how prepared are 
the panellists for the onslaught 
of questions? 

For the first 47 years the 
team were shown the

questions in advance, but that 
tradition was dropped in 1994. 
Nowadays, being a panel 
member is not for the faint¬ 
hearted but for those with a 
depth of gardening knowledge 
and an incisive grasp of a 
question. 

Regular panellist Anne 
Swithinbank says: “We don’t 
get to see the questions ahead 
of the recording, but they are 
screened and selected by the 
producer and chairman. If they 
weren’t, I suspect it would be 
how to cope with slugs and 
snails, how to get rid of ground 
elder and how to prune 
wisteria every week. 

“We are often asked to 
recommend plants for specific 
sites and another common one 
is why some plants refuse to 
flower for their owners. We get 


asked a lot of questions about 
grape vines, figs and strangely, 
rhubarb.” 

Chairman Eric Robson adds: 
“The most common problems 
are slugs, snails and getting rid 
of them. Female panellists 
always have the most 
gruesome methods of killing 
and disposing of them.” 

They’ve been faced with 
some extremely unusual 
questions over the years. 

Swithinbank recalls being 
asked: “‘If I was a tree, what 
sort would it be and why? And 
what trees would the other 
panellists be?’ 

“I said ‘I suspect I’m more 
like a spreading shrub with 
rather jolly flowers, but 
wishfully thinking, would like 
to be a tree of heaven - sort of 
heavenly but rather high 
maintenance (this tree puts out 
suckers), or a pencil-thin 
Italian cypress (Cupressus 
sempervirens)’.” 

Robson recalls the panel 
being asked about the 
effectiveness of grow-lights. 

“Unfortunately, the 
questioner was a prison inmate 
- we were recording at Leyhill 
Open Prison - and he wasn’t 
interested in growing 
cucumbers.” 


Fellow panellist Matthew 
Biggs adds that often the last 
questions are humorous. 

He was once asked, “What 
would you save from your 
burning shed?” 

All agree that, however, 
much gardening knowledge 
they have, they still get nervous 
before a live show. 

Robson says: “Even after 16 
years in the chair the 
adrenaline runs before each 
show. After all it’s a big 
responsibility chairing one of 
the longest running broadcast 
programmes in the world - 63 
years and still going strong. 

“As the then controller of 
Radio 4 said to me when I took 
over, ‘You realise this isn’t just a 
job. We’re actually handing you 
the keys to middle England’.” 

PLANT OF THE WEEK 
Hardy geranium (Cranesbill) 

If you want a perennial 
which is going to give you so 
much valuable ground cover 
that weeds won’t stand a 
chance, then the hardy 
geranium is for you. These 
tough perennials come in an 
abundance of colours, are 
long-flowering and require 
very little attention. Some will

live quite happily in dry, shady 
spots, including G. 
macrorrhizum ‘Ingwersen’s 
Variety’ or G. gracile. 

Among the most rewarding 
are G. ‘Johnson’s Blue, which 
produces masses of blue 
flowers, while G. oxonianum 
‘Wargrave Pink’ bears pretty 
pink flowers from May to 
September. 

Buy them as young plants in 


small pots and they will soon 
grow into sizeable clumps 
which can be lifted and divided 
every few years. 

Good plant partners include 
those with a strong 
architectural outline, such as 
tall alliums, irises and 
phormiums. Hardy geraniums 
are generally trouble-free, but 
can be cut back in mid¬ 
summer if they start to look 
tatty and may flower again.
